From any and every point of view the past 
few years have shown marked advancement 
for the City of New Orleans along all lines, 
but particularly has this advancement been 
noticeable along engineering lines and in 


works of public improvement. Many millions 
of dollars have been expended in street pav- 
ing, installing subsurface drainage, sewerage 
and water systems, and in building schools, 
engine houses and other public buildings, as 
well as in the erection of a number of miles 
of modern steel sheds along the river front, 
and in the general improvement of the pub- 
licly-owned wharves and terminal facilities. 
Large extensions have been made in the var- 
ious railroad terminals, and building opera- 
tions in general show marked progress. To 
just what extent this progress may be ex- 
pected to continue into the coming year can- 
not be foreseen, but present conditions indi- 
eate considerable activity along all lines. 
Contracts have already been made for ap- 
proximately eight miles of modern street 





pavements, for four schoo] buildings and three 
engine houses, while provision has been made 
for other public buildings aggregating in cost 
approximately $680,000. Additional appro- 
priations for works of this kind will probably 
be made from time to time during the com- 
ing year.

CANADA'S AVAILABLE WATER POWER 
—According to official estimates made by 
the Department of the Interior, the avai 
able water powers of the Dominion of © 
ada are capable of developing energy repre 
senting more than 25,000,000 HP., which if 
produced from coal would represent a con 
sumption of more than 562 millions of ton 
per annum, at the rate of 21.9 tons of coal! 
to the horsepower. The Province of Quebec 
leads with an available water power of more 
than 17,000,000 HP., its present development 
of horsepower, however, being only 50,000 
whereas, Ontario, with a water power of no 
much in excess of 3,000,000 has a present 
development of more than 330,000 HP At 
Chambly, 12 miles north cf St. John’s on 
the Richelieu River, just below the last of 
the series of rapids between the two places 
is located a. plant with a capacity of 22.000 
HP., which furnishes power to St. John’s and 
other towns in this section of the Provinc« 
—Consular Report. 


HIGH RECORD EXPORTS of Iron and 
Steel Manufactures in 1910.—Two hundred 
million dollars worth of iron and stee] manu 
factures were exported from the United State 
during the calendar year 1910, a larger tota! 
in value than in any earlier year. The 
largest exportation prior to 1910 was $197,- 
000,000 worth in the calendar year i007. 
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while in 1902 the total was but $98,000,000 
and in 1908, $99,000,000, thus Indicating that 
the exports of 1910 will be more than those 
of 1902 and 1908 combined. In fact, iron 
and steel manufactures now form nearly one- 
fourth of the total value of manufactures 
exported. The total value of all manufac- 
tures, including those of iron and steel, ex- 
ported during the calendar year 1910 ag- 
gregated, according to the Bureau of Statis- 
tics, Department of Commerce and Labor, 
about $30,000,000, and those of iron and 
steel alone, about $200,000,000. It may be 
properly said, therefore, that iron and 
steel manufactures form in value nearly one- 
fourth of the exportation of manufactures of 
all kinds. In addition to this large exporta- 
tion to foreign countries the shipments of 
iron and steel to Porto Rico, the Hawalian 
Islands and Alaska aggregated about 
$12,000,000 Among the principal articles 
forming this grand total of $200,000,000 
worth of iron and steel manufactures ex- 
ported in 1910 are sheets and plates of iron 
and steel, $14,000,000 in value: steel rails 
for railways, about $10,000,000; wire, over 
$9,000,000; pipes and fittings, more than 
$9,000,000 ; tools, chiefly for use of builders, 
$8,000,000; sewing machines, about $8,000,- 
000; electrica) machinery, approximately $7.- 
000,000; structural iron and steel, about $7,- 
000,000; mining machinery, more than $6,- 
000,000. while other articles in which the 
values for the year range above $1,000,000 
are wire nails, wood-working machinery, 
windmills, sugar mill machinery, traction 
engines, stationary engines, printing presses, 
pumps and puming machinery, cash regis- 
ters, and locomotives. Of tin plates, includ- 
ing terne plates and taggers tin, the value 
of exports for the year was a little more 
than $1,000,000, the quantity exported 
being about 30,000,000 Ibs., and the coun- 
tries to which sent more than a dozen in 
number, a large proportion of them going 
to Canada, Mexico and Cuba, but smaller 
quantities to the countries of Central and 
South America, Asia, Oceania, Africa and 
in a few instances to Europe.

It will be seen that. whil e the total for 1910 


shows a marked falling off compared with 
the previous year, yet it overtops 1906, 
which was up to that time the high record 
In analyzing the situation further it is dis- 
covered that there is a falline off in the 
City of New York, all boroughs, of prac- 
tically $130,000,000 In other words, the 
depression in the building industry was con- 
spicuous in New York City, and, while in 
other parts of the country there was a 
marked falling off in some centers, such as 
Des Moines, Iowa: Harrisburg, Pa.; New- 


ark, Ohio: San Jose, Mo.; Superior, Wis., 
and Williamsport, Pa., these were probably 
caused by local influences, as there anpears 
to be no relation either geographically or 


as to the principal industries of these cities. 
On the other hand, there have been marked 
J 


increases in such places as Bayonne, N 

Canton, Ohio; Davenport, Towa; Duluth, 
Minn., and Sioux Falls, So. Dak. The fig- 
ure in themselves are simply an index to 


the work done and it should be remembered 
that throughout the vear 1910 there was 
continual complain, probably more so in New 
York than at any other place, regarding the 


dull business 

It is impossible to draw any broad in- 
ferences from this showing as to the prob- 
able trend in building trade the coming year. 
but it would seem from a knowledge of local 


conditions that in New York City at least 
the expenditure for building had been too 
great during the last few years.
